First and foremost, the applicants are cordially thanked for the Amendment filed 25 April 2007. 

However, the applicants* proposed Amendment (filed 25 April 2007), if entered, would at least newly introduce, for instance, the limitations 
of, "each of the plurality of pixel elements having a pixel electrode and a common electrode, the method comprising: a) applying a single 
transition voltage to the pixel electrode and a pre-determined voltage to the common electrode of a pixel element" into independent claim 
1 . Similar subject matter would be newly introduced into independent claims 9 and 17, as well. 



Such limitations, if incorporated into present claim language, would dramatically alter inventive scope of the claims,, requiring additional 
search and consideration. 

By such reasoning, non-entry of the proposed Amendment (filed 25 April 2007) is deemed proper and necessary at this time. Due to the 
proposed amendments not being entered, applicants' arguments are not commensurate in scope with the current claims.
